economic recovery now under way 
in some Western countries was 
stronger than anticipated and 
predicted that the French econ~ 
omy would set a new growth 
record during the second half of 
the year. 
Speaking at his first full press 
conference in 18 months, Mr. Gis- 
card d'Estaing said that recovery 
in France, the United States and 
West Germany was faster than 
expected and he predicted that, 
for France, it would soon “lift 
the standard of living and the 
Spirits of Frenchmen.” 

The press conference, devoted 
exclusively to domestic affairs, 
was part of the government's 
counterattack following several 
months of political reverses and a 
surge by the opposition in the 
polls. The President criticized the 
pessimism of the polls, the fre- 
quent predictions uf a “new May, 
1968,” and charges that the econ- 
omy was collansing. 

Carry Through Reforms 

He pledged to carry through 
with his capital-gains tax reforms 
in spite of criticism from both 
left and right. and renewed his 
support for educational reforms, 
which he said hed been carried 
out in most Western nations years 
ego. As he spoke, two separate 
student demonstrations were 
going on in Paris streets. 

Mr. Giscard d'Estaing called the 
economic recovery the “most im- 
portant event” of the year and 
seid that the coming months will 
show marked improvement in 
employment and inflation figures.

The allegations, carried on the 
front pages of every major 
Italian newspaper, said U.S. gov~ 
ernment documents submitted to 
8 parliamentary committee yes- 
terday implicated an unnamed 
ex-premier in aileged Lockheed 
payoffs to Italian politicians and 
generals between 1965 and 1969 to 
Promote sales of the company’s 
Blanes. 

Current Premier Aldo Moro, 
President Giovanni Leone and 
Foreign Minister Mariano Rumor, 
all Christian Democrats, served 
as premier during those years. 

All three immediately denied 
any involvement in Lockheed 
bribery. 

The Lockheed scanda! deepened 
as the Christian Democratic 
Party secretary, Benigno Zacca- 
gnini, met with Communist. chief 
Enrico Berlinguer and other rival 
party leaders in a final effort to 
draw up a legislative and eco- 
nomic program that would avert 
early parliamentary elections, 
possibly -in June. 

alleged Bribes 

The newspaper reports said the 
U.S. documents detailed alleged 
Lockheed bribes to Italian offi- 
cials to promote sales of the com- 
pany’s C-130 military cargo plane 
to the Italian Air Force instead 
of 8 European-built counterpart. 

According to the reports, a tet- 
tec written by former Lockheed 
European representative Roger 
Snuth said negotiations for the 
alleged payoffs were conducted 
through a mysterious Italian οἵ τ 
ficial identified only as “Antelope 
Cobbler.” 

They said subsequent informa- 
tion ‘supplied ἢν Washington 
“Antelope Cowbler" 
was a Lockheed code word for 
“Ttalien premier.” 

The U.S. Senate subcommittee 
investigating business dealings of 
multinational corporations releas- 
ed documents earlier this year 
saying Lockheed paid $1.3 Ἴδη- 
lion to various Ttalian officials 
in 1970-71 to promote sales of its 
‘wares. 

CIA Payments Charged 

Ia addition to the alleged 
Lockheed payoffs, U.S. press re- 
ports have said that the CLA paid 
non-Communist Italian political 
groups $75 million during the last 
29 years in an attempt to blunt 
Communist political gains. 

Responding to the latest news- 
paper reports on alleged Lock- 
heed bribes, Mr. Leone said they 
were “totally without foundation 
and clearly tendentious.” Mr. Ru- 
mor called the reports “slander~ 


-ous innuendos” and said. “I did 


not interfere or exert pressures 
of any kind or in any capacity 
in favor of Lockheed for the 
purchase of Hercules {C-180] 
planes.”

50 West Point Cadets Face 
Cheating Charges; Two Resign 


WEST POINT, N.Y, April 22 
(AP). Fifty cadets at the 
United States Military Academy 
have been charged with cheat- 
ing on an electrical engineering 
examination and two others have 
resigned in one of the most seri- 
ous scandals in the institution's 
74-year history. 

The academy said today that 
all those involved in the case are 
Second classmen, or juniors. It 
said an investigation had cleared 
49 cadets of involvement in “un- 
authorized collaboration” on the 
take-home exam. 

The case recalled West Point's 
biggest scandal, in 1951, when 37 
football. players and 53 other 
cadets resigned after they ex- 
changed exam answers in an 
organized cheating scheme.

U.S. Is Reported Ready to Sell 
Arms, Equipment to Pakistan

WASHINGTON, April 22 (WP). 
—The United States is preparing 
to seli Pakistan ammunition, 
anti-tank missiles, jeeps and 
other military vehicles valued at 
about $100 million, according to 
U.S, and Pakistani sources. 

The sale of arms would be the 
first of any great 
since the United States lifted its 
10-year embargo on sales to India 
and Pakistan a year ago. 

A Pakistani Air Force team also 
has been in the United States for 
the last several weeks looking at 
A-4 and A~7 fighter-bombers and 
the advanced F-5E fighter. 

“We've not made any decisions 
on the planes as yet, nor has the 
United States given us 8 g0- 
ahead to buy,” 2 Pakistani 
spokesman said yesterday. 

Sales of ammunition and TOW 
anti-tank missiles reportedly are 
in the final stage, however. 

A year ago, when the United 
States ammounced after 8, visit 
by Pakistan’s Prime Minister 
Zulfikar Al Bhutto that it was 
lifting the arms embargo, India 
warned Washington that any 
sales to Pakistan could cause an 
arms race and worsen relations 
on the subcontinent, 


Earlier this week, Indian- 


diplomats in Washington, when 


arms-sale re~ 
ports, took 
line, saying that New Delhi 
is not worried about the sales 
indicated so far, which are of a 
limited nature. 

India manufactures most of its 
own arms and gets the rest irom 
the Soviet Union. Pakistan's 
armed forces, US.-armed until 
the embargo of 1965, have receiv~ 
ed arms since then from « variety 
of sources, mainly Chins. 

India announced last week that 
it is willing to discuss resuming 
diplomatic relations with Paki- 
stan, which were broken during 
the 1971 war over Bangiadesh. 

When the Unifed States lifted 
the arms embargo, Pakistan 
reportedly prepared a “shopping 
list” including M-60 tanks, P-5 
fighters, submarines, surface-to- 
air missiles, ammunition and 
TOW missiles (tube-Jaunched, op- 
tically-tracked, wire-guided mis-

China Will Buy

SINGAPORE, April 22 (AP). 
Earl Butz, the U.S, secretary of 
agriculture, said today that 
Ching had agreed to buy more 
grain and soybeans from the 
United States.

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Kissinger’s Africa 


Henry Eissinger sets out on his first Afri- 
ean safari on the heels of the first Arav- 
African general meeting at Dakar. The tim- 
ing of these events may be coincidental, but. 
each is rather profoundly relevant to the 
other. 

The Arab countries have made great dip- 
lomatic progress in black Africa. They 
Started with the initial disadvantage of hav-~ 
Ing been the last active slave-traders. a 
market largely suppressed by the European 
colonizers. But they have some very present 
advantages: Oil, and the money that oil 
brings in, as well as religion which bas made 
a deep impression on many African peoples. 
This last has sometimes been a source of 
friction—in the Sudan. for exampie—but it 
has also been a means of communication 
with many African leaders. Moreover, as a 
result of long Arab trading and settlement, 
especia.ly in East Africa, the culture and the 
language of Arabia is more deeply rooted 
in Africa than that of the Europeans. 

The Arabs have made effective use of their 
strengths in Africa, particularly in breaking 
the ties Israel originally established with 
Many new African countries. That Israel 
has recently accentuated this split with 
black Africa by its welcome to South Africa's 
Prime Minister, John Vorster, was ἃ reflec- 
tion, albelt a distorted one rather than a 
cause of this process. 

As for the United States, it has played a 
low-keyed role in Aftica, until the recent 
Angolan crisis. Africans, and many Amer- 
jcans, have deplored this, and Mr. Kissinger 

‘must face the fact that a great power is 


condemned as-much for what it did not do 
in Africa as for what tt did do in Asia. Yet 
there were originally good reasons for the 
U.S stand. 


‘The United States did not pear, as nearly 


all European countries did, the burden of .an 
actively colonialist past in Africa. While its 
trade interests there were great. strategically 
there seemed less danger of collision with an 
expansive superpower than in Asia or Eu- 
rope: 1655 urgent threats than the Soviet 


“presence in Cuba poses for the Americas. 
‘Then, too, the African situation 15 highly 


confused—white supremacy in South Africa 
and Rhodesia may be the major problem, but 
the real wars have been fought between 
tribes and political and religious groups 
within the Independent states. 

But now Angola and the Arab-African 
meeting have demonstrated very clearly that 
the United States cannot treat Africa with 
“benign neglect,” or concentrate on trade 
and humanitarian gestures. Marzism in 
Africa has strong implications for U.S. for- 
éign policy Ih Moscow and Peking; Arab in- 


. fluence demonstrates that what happens on 
. the equator could affect U.S. concerns with 


the Mediterranean. 

So Mr. Kissinger has no easy task, nor can 
he heed all the objurgations directed from 
the United States at the policies of Wash- 
ington. Some of these criticisms aré purely 
racist, some purely anti-racist. But néither 
offers a sound foundation for seeking ratio- 
nal solutions in a continent that is swept by 
many currents and countercurrents of 
conflict. 


The Right U.S. Decision on Trade 


President Ford faced an extremely uncom- 
fortable choice in the shoe tariff ease. He 
answered it exactly the right way. Other- 
wise all Americans would very shortly have 
found themselves paying more for shoes. 
Mr. Ford and his special trade representative, 
Frederick B. Dent, are entitied to great credit 
for a decision that eonstitutes both good 
economic poHcy at home and good foreign 
policy in the world. The decision has been 
greeted with the ritual shrieking and fist- 
shaking by those senators and congressmen 
whose constituents work in shoe factories. 
But the tariffs they sought would have given 
the small shoe companies very Hitle real 
protection—and that Httle bit would have 
been purchased at inordinate cost to U.S. 
consumers, 


Over the years the volume of shoes im- 
ported into the United States has risen sub- 
stantially. One reason is the repeated failure 
of a good many U.S. manufacturers to meet 
new fashions as rapidiy as their foreign com- 
petitors do. The U.S. mannfacturers and 
the unions demanded government protection, 
and took their ease to the International 
Trade Commission. The six-member com- 
Taission split three ways in its recommenda- 
tions to the President, That left Mr. Ford, 
in the midst of an election campaign, with a 
large question to answer.

Trade policy @histrates one of the peren- 
nial perplexities of democracy. The narrow 
interest 15 always the most vehement and 
the most energetic. The broad national in- 
terest may be far more substantial, as it 
wag in this instance, but it is thinly spread 
over 215 million people of whom very few 
are even aware that it exists. Companies tn 
trouble also tend to exaggerate grossly the 
share of their misfortune that is owed to 
imports. It is always easier to blame the 
foreigners for lost sales, rather than other 
causes lying eloser to home.

Here Mr, Ford's 
decision was made a little less difficult, in 
political terms, by the emergence of an effec- 
tive and well-heeled counterlobby of shoe 
retailers, who accurately argued that the 
tariffs might endanger as many jobs in the 
stores as they tried to preserve. in the fac- 
tories. At the same time the tariffs would 
have had a drastic effect abroad. The larg- 
est exporter of shoes to the United States is 
Italy, whose economy is alteady in 8. pro- 
found recession that may shortly bring the 
Communist party into office there. . 


Even if this country had been prepared to 


‘bear all these different kinds of costs, it is 


extremely questionable that the tariffs would 
actually have helped many working peome. 
Even the Internationa] Trade Commission

big ones, they. have evidently been competing 
quite successfully with the imports. 

Mr. Ford has decided two major interna- 
tional trade cases in the past several weeks. 
Of the two, the specialty steel issue involved 
touch less money directly. But perhaps it 
cast the longer shadow, since the outcome 
there may turn into a precedent for the steel 
industry as a whole. The International 
Trade Commission had recommended quota 
protection for the specialty steel makers. 
Mr. Ford instead is going to try ta negotiate

bad choice. Regarding shoes, in contrast, 
My. Ford has gone the other way and wel- 
comed the expansion of trade. To those who 
may be pushed out of business, he offers 
exactly the right rémedy: adjustment assis- 
tance.

KATMANDU, Nepal (NYT).— 
Lance Cpl. Dhyan Rai, a tough 
little soldier from the eastern 
Himalayas, is serving in a long 
and proud tradition that he fears 
may be fading away. 

A Gurkha infantryman in the 
British Army, Cpl Rai is as stead- 
fast a warrior a the others in 
the long lime of men that stretches 
back 150 years. But he concedes 
that the steady decline in the 
number of Gurkha troops raises 
doubts about the future of this 
legendary force. 

“You hear some talk that the 
British don't need us any more,” 
said Cpl. Rai, who was in EKat- 
mandu on leave from Hong Kong. 
where he patrols the Chinese 
border. 

“Maybe i's true and they won't 
need us forever. But certainly it 
is a service that I am proud to 
do.” 

CpL Rai is one of 6,500 Nepalese 
men serving in the British Army 
under an agreement that dates 
back to the early 19th century, 
when the British in India first 
discovered, and then recruited, 
the mountain troops of this fn- 
dependent kingdom on India’s 
northern border. 

According to colonial historians, 
the British decided they wanted 
the Gurkhas on their. side after 
the Gurkhas had very nearly 
beaten them in a crucial moun- 
tain battle. and so they have been 
fighting for London ever since, 
from Ypres to El Alamein, from 
the Persian desert to the jungies 
of Borneo.
